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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 8/20/2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

2. In response to applicant's argument that the references of Ylitajo (U.S. 
6,215,814), Tewfik (2004/0141559) and Nilsson (6,835,689) are nonanalogous art, it 
has been held that a prior art reference must either be in the field of applicant's 
endeavor or, if not, then be reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the 
applicant was concerned, in order to be relied upon as a basis for rejection of the 
claimed invention. See In re Oetiker, 977 F.2d 1443, 24 USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 
1992). In this case, Richards et. al., relates to UWB system, the Ylitalo and Nilsson 
references relate to CDMA systems and the reference to Tewfik relates to a UWB-ofdm 
system. Since UWB systems can be considered a special case of CDMA systems 
where each user (UWB) is assigned a very short pulse. Therefore all of the references 
used in the 35 U.S.C. 103(a) rejection of claim 1-11 are properly used. 

, Furthermore, the amendment of claim 1 ,- to correct for a typo - does not render 
the application for condition for allowance.
